S C ), previously a public housing 
proponent, has said he will fight 
the public housing feature of the 
big building bill because the Su­ 
preme 
Court has 
ruled against 
segregation in such projects. 
The bill as sent to the floor re­ 
quires 5 per cent down payments 
on the first $8,000 of the cost of a 
house and 25 per cent down pay­ 
ments for that above $8,000. 
The 
PONTIAC, committee previously had approved 
Ph. 1184 a $9,000 figure, and the House had 
281-2 approved $10,000. 
The committee 
action put the Senate in a bargain­ 
ing position to strike for a com­ 
promise $9,000. 
The committee also voted to re­ 
quire that banks and other lending 
agencies assume 20 per cent of the 
risk for home improvements.

Tornadoes and

A nother tornado funnel appeared 
closer to Chicago. IO miles west 
of O’H are Field on the city’s out 
skirts. However, it disappeared be 
fore causing any dam age. 
Chicago Given Beating 
Chicago was raked by a violent 
rain storm during the danger per 
iod. 
At least seven homes were 
struck 
by lightning, 
and 
a 
bolt 
knocked a bridge over the Chicago 
river out of commission, p rev ent­ 
ing a large ship from passing. 
Violent storm s were also reported 
in Iowa, N ebraska and Minnesota 
T ornado warnings w ere issued for 
all three states for a while, 
as 
well as the Chicago arca and parts 
of K ansas, Indiana, Michigan. Wis­ 
consin and South Dakota. 
A possible tragedy threatened at 
A urora when a downed power line 
fell across a bus. 
But the passen­ 
gers filed out .of the vehicle w ith­ 
out injury. 
The village of Oswego. 111., was 
thrown into darkness for at least 


three hours and felled trees block­ 
ed U S 30 for m ore than an hour. 
High H inds Sweep Iowa 
Winds estim ated at 80 miles per 
hour swept Fort Dodge, Iowa, and 
a violent storm , accom panied by 
m ore than an inch of rain, knocked 
out electricity 
in parts of Sioux 
City.
